THE DYING YEAR. 


Few, if any, regrets will be 
_in Hongkong over the 
passing of 1933. The ycar has 
been by. no means: a happy. one 
for the Colony. Trade has 
seriously slumped, with adverse 
effects on all sections of the 
community. The Colony had 
for years been-so free from the 
worst effects of the world de- 
pression that we -had come to 
live in a feeling of false security.. 
‘Now that our turn has come, the 
shock has been_. intensified. 
Looking back, in the search for 
Yeasons why we should have so 
long escaped the experiences of 
others, there can be little doubt 
that, as a Colony, we have been 
to a great extent living on our 
capital.’ ‘The building boom 
which began in about. 1929 and 
reached its peak in 1982 was 
artificial. Money which lay 
idle was poured into building 
ventures, many of which were: 
not justifiable _ economically. 
The slump hag not only resulted 
in decreased employment and a 
lesseried demand for all manner 
of materials, but, with the fall 
in property values, & great deal 
of the capital has been lost. 
Our trade statistics haye 
throughout the year shown a 
decline both in exports. and in 
imports, but the fall in the lat- 
ter has been markedly greater 
than in the former. en it is 
remembered that a big percent- 
age of the Colony's imports. are 
fe-exported into the China mar- 
ket, the heavier decline in’ im- 
Ports, as compared with exports, 
clearly, demonstrates a_ falling 
off in internal consumption: In 
other words the Colony’s pur- 
chasing-power has-been serious- 
ly. curtailed. Retailers and 
wholesale dealers alike are pain- 
fully conscious of this fact. As 
to the future, we still awalt that 
revival of world trade which, 
when it comes, will doubtless 
make ite effects beneficially felt 
here’ as elsewhere. In” the 
Main, we are largely dependent 
on outside factors which we are 
Powerless to control. Yet our 
Present experiences May, in the 
long run, have healthy reac- 
tions. For one thing, the cessa- 
tion of buying may result in the 
clearing of. dome ‘of the excess 
Stocks held .{n  godowns, .. thus 
Placthg the future markot ona.

These articles are mainly for 
the purpose of ~ helping’ the 
amateur along, but even those 
whovare able to play a decent class 
of game will find them helpful. 


Larger efforts. are sometimes 
beyond tke 60 to 100 break man, 
because mistakes are made either 
in.the playing for position or in 
the manner of cueing. I hope’ td 
be_able_to. help_suchplayers_to 
remedy their defects. But it 
must be -borne in. mind that all 
the instruction in the world and 
all the lessons taken will not have 
any effect if hard practice is tot 
indulged In. -This practice must 
be’ taken  serlously—with one 
object in mind, that being—“T am 
out to improve my game.” 


NEVER BE SATISFIED.
